In his statement from Little Rock, 


Mr. Elkins repeated 
the statement 


originally mndc in a letter to an out- ' 
of-town bondholder, that Arkansas I 
could still legally issue 18 million dol- 
lars' worth of highway bonds a year, 
Although state officials said that Act 
15 of the last special session prohibit- 
ed any further issues this year. Mr. 
Elkins' letter had been written May 
2—more than two weeks after Act 15 
went into cffc*j,April 14. 


The Little BpeK broker sought to 


justify his "one-t»cr cent plan" against 
the bondholders by saying that Ark- 
ansas' net direct obligations now total 
107 million dollars, or 8.71 per cent of 
the assessed valuation, of real and 
personal property in the state, said to 
t>c the highest ratio in the nation. 


Other authorities point out,. how-

of its significance by the fact that the 
great bulk of the state's direct debt, 
the Martlhcau highway note Issues 
which equal 82 million, is guaranteed 
not by the assessable values of the 
iitalc, but by the Income from the gas- 
oline tax.

If for no oth- 
er reason, farmers are justified' in 
marketing fowls during the spring and 
early summer because of realtively 
high prices and the good body condi- 
tion of birds at this time. Poultry 
producers should consider such holi- 
days as Easter, First and Second Pass- 
over, and .other Jewish holidays' in 
marketing th^ir* poultry because of 
these days, states E. D. White, sasistant 
Extension economist in marketing of 
the University/of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. A list of these holidays 
may be secured from poultry dealers 
or from county agents or county home 
.demonstration agents. 


Sending birds to market by auto or 


truck is very satisfactory. They arrive 
on the market in a short time, in a 
healthy, vigorous condition. In pre- 
paring birds for market, it is best 'not 
to overfeed them. A moderate amount 
of feed is preferable, and it is best .to 
feed only soft feed on the day they 
are to be sold. Fowls should be car- 
ried from the farm to market in coops 
or homemade crates or boxes. The 
practice of tying fowls together by 
their feet should be discouraged. It 
often causes temporary paralysis.

First Death Chair in 


1888 in New York 


NEW YORK.— Dr. A. D. Rockwell, 


back in 1888, designed the first electric 
chair. Today, at 92, the oldest physic. 
ian and criminologist in New York, 
he wishes he hadn't done it. 


For many hundreds pf men have. 


been executed according to the meth- 
od he evolved, and Dr. Rockwell is 
bitterly opposed to capital punish- 
ment. 


|t was not by choice that he em- 


ployed his talents for the destruction 
el criminal life. He was called to the 
service of a reform-swept state which 
had voted to electrocute Us murderers 
and then discovered it had no reason- 
ably humane method. Dr. Rockwell 
was th«t ranking American authority 
on electro-therapeutics, so he was

One of the good features about grow- 
ing oats or other small grains is that 
the grain Is cut in time to grow a 
crop of cowpeas. Sometimes soybeans 
arc planted after oats but cowpeas 
are better adapted1 to this purpose 
because cowpeas Stand later plant- 
ing 
than 
soybeans. 
Experiments 


which have been conducted by the 
Arkansas Experiment Station, Col- 
lege of Agriculture, University 
of 


Arkansas, show the fertilizing value 
of cowpeas following oats. The land 
on which these tests, have been con- 
ducted grows oats one year and corn 
the next. Part of the land grows 
cowpeas after the oats and part has 
nothing planted after the 'oats. Part 
of* the cowpeas are cut for hay and 
part are plowed under. 


Cowpeas following oats and plow- 


ed under have increased the yield of 
corn about 13 bushels per acre. When 
cowpeas following oats were cut off 
for hay the corn yied the following 
year was increased about 7 bushels 
per acre, states D. J. Burleson, Ex- 
tension . agronomist, 
University of 


Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


It should be noted that cowpeas 


when cut for hay do not improve 
khe soil as, much as when the crop 
is plowed under. This is true of all 
legume crops. However, if the crop 
is grazed by livestock most of the 
fertility is left on the land in the 
form of "manure. Also when cowpea 
seed are picked and the remainder 
of the crqp plowed under most of 
the fertility is left on the land.
